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Rumours fly

McGill's Anthropology 
Department has withstood a 
flurry of letter writing, politick- 
ing, and rumours of sexual 
harassment for the last four 
months. 

And, according to graduate 
students, the excitement 
generated within the small 
department has stifled discus- 
sion of this type of coercion. 

"It's not just an issue of sex- 
ual harassment anymore. It's an 
issue of politics," said graduate 
student Dimitri Papodopolous. 

Anthropology graduate 
students, including 
Papadopolous, began dialogue 
on sexual harassment last spr- 
ing. The students proposed set- 
ting up departmental guidelines 
for dealing with potential pro- 
blems. 

At a party organized by the 
Anthropology Students' 
Association last November, 
undergrad Gérard Bergeron 
alleged he witnessed a faculty 
member harassing a student- 
Bergeron said he heard a 
woman yelling at a professor, 
demanding that he stop' follow- 
ing and touching her. The pro- 
fessor left the party five minutes 
later, he added. 

Although Bergeron asked the 
woman if she were willing to 
make a formal complaint, she 
was reluctant to come forward. 
Bergeron agreed not to reveal 
the woman's identity although 
he did tell the Daily that she was 
enrolled in a course taught by 
the professor. 

Bergeron spoke to his room 
mates about the incident the 
next day. The story, taking on 
various forms, soon circulated 
throughout the department, 
the rumour that a student 
would soon be lodging a formal 
complaint of sexual harass- 
ment, took on a life of its own. 

However, to this date, no 
complaint has been lodged with 
Department Chairperson Dan 
Aronson, Vice-Principal 
Academic Samuel Freedman, 
Dean of Students Dr. Robert 
Stephenson, or Dean of Arts 
Michael Maxwell. 

All administrators stated that 
they could not act on rumours 
or heresay of sexual harassment 
and that no inquiries were possi- 
ble without formal complaint. 

"Until I get a formal com- 
plaint from someone there is 
nothing I can do." said 

Stephenson. 

One week later, Bergeron was 
called to a meeting with 
Associate Dean of Arts G. Pig- 
gott. He believes Aronson iden- 
tified him in an earlier note to 
the Associate Dean as the 
source of the rumours. 
Although Aronson . con firmed 



he bad written the letter, he said 
its contents were confidential. 

Reaction to the rumour 
reached a crescendo at the end 
of last semester. 

Graduate student Elizabeth 
Linn circulated a letter in a class 
taught by the professor that 
called for an end to the 
rumours. 

Linn, a student of the pro- 
fessor for the past four years, 
said she wrote the letter of sup- 
port because "any work that I 
do will be questioned. Perhaps 
I'm just giving sexual favours 
for the work I've been doing." 

She said the rumours were 
"completely untrue," and that 
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Bourassa promised Québec

The worst fears of 
more than 600 west- 
mounters were allayed 
by Robert Bourassa 
last night. 

"I will bring in 
stability," the Québec 
Liberal leader told the 
audience which packed 
Victoria Hall to hear 
him. 

The two hour event was 
carefully organised with several 
speakers. The stage was lined 
with posters of Liberal party in- 
signia and an enormous "L" 
was placed in front of the desk 
where Bourassa sat. Bourassa' s 
entourage included Liberal 
MNAs Herbert Marx, Harry 
Blank, Richard French, and 
Reed Scowen. 

Richard French, introducing 
Bourassa, spoke loudly and 
criticised the Parti Québécois 
for changing its policy. . 

"They're the only party in the 
Western World which goes 
through a sex .change before, 
every election." 

The audience applauded. 

"Ladies and Gentlemen, I 
went into politics to beat the 
Parti Québécois," he said. 
"That's why I'm here, Mr. 
Bourassa is here, and you are 
here tonight." 

Bourassa spoke for about 30 
minutes. He said he was going 
to improve the economy of 
Québec if elected. 

"It's no coincidence that the 
greatest period of wealth was 
under the Liberal party," he 
said. "Political stability attracts 
investment." 

The audience applauded. 

Bourassa explained his 
strategy for stability; 



"The confrontation of the 
past will not be repeated" he 
said. "For the first time we may 
have language peace in Québec. 
There will be no discrimination, 
no second class citizens under 
the Liberal party. ' 

According to Bourass a "th e 
top problem of Québec is youth' 
unemployment. I'm confident I 
can reduce it." 

Bourassa described the PQ as 
a desperate group of people. 

"The people in power right 
now, they will not be afraid to 
use any tactic to stay in power." 

He described the PQ's new 
proposed changes to the elec- 
toral system as "a disguised 



threat to democracy. TheJPQ is 
changing just for the sake of 
changing." 

The audience applauded. 

During the question and 
answer period afterwards 
several audience members were 
skeptical of Bourassa's support 
for the anglophone community. 

"You unfortunately made the 
biggest socio-economic blunder 
of this century" one audience 
member said referring to the 
Liberal government's language 
law, Bill 22. The member asked 
Bourassa if "as gesture of good 
faith" the leader would ask 
"the architect of Bill 22" MNA 

* Reed Scowen, who "got his 

y 



money out of the province 
before the bill" to resign. 

The audience booed. 

Reed Scowen laughed. 

Another audience member 
asked Bourassa to elaborate on 
his employment strategy: 
"Québec is a mess right now" 
she said. 

Bourassa said all Québec's 
economic problems were related 
ones and more investment 
would improve the employment 
situation. 

Bourassa concluded the ques- 
tion and answer period saying 
"Nothing is new in the world." 

The audience applauded. 



Crosbie knocks Liberals policies

"Ottawa was issuing 
new stamps with 
Trudeau' s picture on 
them. They decided to 
try them out west. But 
it didn't work out: 
people were spitting on 
the wrong side," said 
John Crosbie, who 
will be Canada's new 
Finance Minister if the 
Conservatives win the 
next election. 

Crosbie spoke to a crowd of 
over 200 young, well-dressed, 
people at McGill Wednesday 
afternoon. 

The first ten minutes of his 
speech were second-hand jokes 
and personal biases. "I have 
- biases, I am prejudiced, I am 
not fond of Liberals or NDPs," 
Crosbie declared. 

Later Crosbie touched on the 
issues of unemployment, infla- 
! tlon; thecver-increasing deficit, 



lack of governmental unity, and 
priority mixups. 

"There are 1,476,000 people 
currently unemployed in 
Canada," Crosbie said. 

"The Liberal government has 
put too much emphasis on who 
had the Constitution when it 
should have been worrying 
about what was happening to 
the Canadian people," he con- 
tinued. 

"We should stop looking at 
our bellybutton constitution 
everyday." 

Critisising the Liberal govern- 
ment's inflation policy, Crosbie 
said, "Since 1972-73 (when 
John Turner was the Minister of 
Finance) inflation has risen con- 
tinuously under a Liberal 
government from 1.3 billion tc 
31.3 billion in 1983-84. The onl> 
year inflation dropped was in 
the year of 1979-80 (under Jo< 
Clark)." 

Crosbie also attacked the ris- 
ing Liberal deficit. 

"Lord (John Maynard] 
Keynes' theories are no longei 
relevant. You can't stimulate 
the economy through spenduu. 



if the deficit keeps rising anc 
rising." 

y Crosbie came out strongly 
against the Liberal policy of na- 
tionalisation. "It didn't add to 
our resources, only to govern- 
ment power and PetroCan. Are 
we nation building or govern- 
ment building?" 

The Liberal government i 
mixed-up about its priorities 
according to Crosbie. 

"Trudeau is a veritable Tar- 
zan when it comes to dealing 
with the provinces. He's ready 
to take them all on, but outside 
Canada he's like Caspar, 
Melchior, and Balthazar (three 
wise men) — he's so peaceful 
it's unbelievable. When it comes 
to Canada, he declares war 
everyday. We need a peace cam- 
paign inside Canada.". 

His closing attacks were more 
humorous, calling Marc 
Lalonde "a buzzard with a 
broken wing" and " wished he 
would learn to speak English." 

The swipes at the Liberals 
went over well: the audience 
laughed.

the professor is "paying for 
something without anyone pro- 
ving what really happened." 

The December 5 letter reads: 
"The undersigned, students in 
this professor's only class, feel 
that such rumours are damaging 
to their reputation as adult, in- 
telligent and responsible women 
who are anything but easy prey 
to sexual . harassment or 
blackmail, regardless of what is 
at stake." 

"Therefore, the undersigned 
students of Professor Philip C. 
Salzman declare that: 
•none has been subject to sexual 
harassment, and 
•none has direct knowledge of 
any pressure having been put on 
a fellow student." 

Two women did not sign the 
letter. 

Professor Aronson circulated 
the letter with an attached 
memo, reading "I trust that 
reasonable students, on seeing 
this letter will quell any remain- 
ing doubts that they may have 
as to the allegations circulating 
that indeed such an episode 
took place." 

He said he posted the letter 
because, "it certainly seems that 
a letter from virtually all of 
them. ..certainly seemed to 
dispel that part of the rumour 
that it was a student of his." 

He pointed out that a charge 
had never been laid and that he 
had only heard "reports of 
allegations." 

The professor has refused 
comment. 

Bergeron himself received a 
letter dated December 12 from 
the professor's lawyer, Julius 
H. Grey, asking for a retraction 
within 48 hours of "accusations 
diffamatoires" Bergeron had 
allegedly made. 

Otherwise, the professor 
would have the right to pro- 
secute for damages to his 
reputation, ("..se reserve le 
droit de vous poursuivre pour 
les dommages à sa reputation 
que vous avez causés.") 

Bergeron has received no fur- 
ther communication from the 
Drofessor's lawyer. 

Aronson indicated, however, 
that further action by the pro- 
.f essor would be taken against 
persons spreading rumours, 
within McGill University chan- 
nels: 

"I understand that (the pro- 
fessor) has lodged a complaint 
in written form." 

Associate Dean Piggott, a 
disciplinary officer of the 
university under the Code of 
Student Conduct and 
Disciplinary Procedures, did 
not deny that he had received a 
formal complaint from the pro- 
fessor. 

Because he must maintain im- 
partiality and confidentiality in 
his role, Piggott restricted 
himself from further comment, 
adding only "I haven't started 
an inquiry."

Voters may get new electoral brand

Québec voters could be faced 
with a totally revamped polling 
system as early as the next pro- 
vincial election 

A government-appointed 
commission headed by 
Québec's Chief Electoral Of- 
ficer, Pierre Coté, has just 
•finished province-wide public 
hearings on the subject of elec- 
toral reform. 

Individuals and organizations 
presented 184 briefs represen- 
ting' the opinions of over 
350,000 Quebeckers. 149 of 
these favour replacing the cur- 
rent winner-take-all sytem bas- 
ed on single-member ridings 
with some form of Proportional 
Representation. 

PR avoids the gross distor- 
tion of popular vote which 
often results presently. For ex- 
ample, in 1973, the Liberal Par- 
ty won 57.7 per cent of the 
popular vote and 102 seats in 
the National Assembly. The 
Parti Québécois won 30.2. per 
cent of the popular vote and on- 
ly six seats. 



In 1981, on the other hand, 
the PQ won 49.3 per cent of the 
popular vote and 80 seats while 
the Liberals with 46 per cent of 
the popular vote picked up only 
40 seats. 

Next to independence, elec- 
toral reform has been one of the 
PQ's most desired projects. 
Beginning with legislative 
changes of the party financing 
laws in 1977, the PQ hopes to 
bring in PR before the end of 
their term as government. 

The formula proposed by 
Justice Minister, André Bédard, 
would replace the province's 
122 ridings with 30 electoral 
regions based on natural 
geographic boundaries. Scats in 
the National Assembly would 
be distributed according to each 
party's share of the popular 
vote in a region. 

Although the proposal 
originally received bipartisan 
support, Robert Bo u ras sa has 
permanently shelved an internal 
Liberal Party report favouring 
PR. 

Within the PQ itself, support 



is building for a less radical! 
alternative to Bédard's plan. 

Sylvain Simard, PQ vice- 
president agreed in principle 
that the "political injustices" 
created by the current system 
must be corrected but urged the 
adoption of a "Compensatory 
PR" system which would 
preserve the present ballot and 
ridings. 

Party executive official, 
Henry Milner said that with the 
Compensatory system some 
members would get elected 
under the existing method while 
the "Compensatory" members 
would be elected according to 
the percentage of popular vote 
obtained by the party they 
represent. 

Based on West Germany's 
polling method, this system 
would best reflect the PQ ex- 
ecutive's wish to accurately 
reflect the voice of the people," 
Milner added. 

McGill Political scientist and 
professor of Canadian Politics, 
James Mallory remains skep- 
tical. "While Proportional 



Dean says no to E US

In a rare display of good 
taste, the Engineering 
Undergraduate Society (EUS) 
has decided to relocate the 
Chicago Knockers Mudwrestl- 
ing Show off-campus. 

Not surprisingly, it was really 
the Dean of Students, Dr. 
Robert Stephenson, who told 
the EUS to hold the show off 
campus. 

According to Stephenson, 
"it(mudwrestling) is degrading 
and sexist — not the kind of 
show that should go on campus. 
I was responsible for making 
sure it didn't take place on cam- 
pus." 

The show will now take place 
at the Royal Hall, on February 
5th. It is still officially spon- 
sored by th<j EUS as part of the 
social programming of the 
EUS. 

Like all faculty societies, the 
EUS is entirely funded by stu- 
dent fees. Nine thousand dollars 
of those fees will go to bringing 
the Chicago Knockers to Mon- 
'treal for the entertainment of 
the engineers. 

According to Robert Dubeau 
of the athletics office, the EUS 
put in a request to rent the Cur- 
rie Gymnasium for mudwrestl- 
ing before Christmas. At the 
time, said Dubeau, "the 
athletics office was unaware of 
exactly what mudwrestling 
was." 

At the end of January, 
Dubeau received a colour 
photograph of the Knockers 
from the EUS by way of 
clarification of the type of event 
that was to take place. After 
seeing the photograph, said 
Dubeau, "I thought it (mud- 
wrestling) would create pro- 
blems on 1 campus." 



Dubeau contacted Dean 
Stephenson for advice on the 
acceptability of mudwrestling 
on February 1st. The next day, 
Stephenson said no. He sent a 
letter to the EUS prohibiting the 
show on campus, and said he 
refused to grant a liquor license. 

John Marlowe, president of 
the EUS executive, still expects 
a healthy turnout for the event, 
despite negative publicity. But, 
Marlowe added, it is impossible 
to determine whether the forced 
relocation of the event will be 
financially harmful. 

The EUS is also responsible 
for Engineering Week and the 
Plumbers Pot, both targets of 
student' protest and official cen- 
sure for degrading women and 
minorities. . . 

Following condemnation of 
the last issue of the Plumbers 
Pot for printing a racist article, 
a retraction was printed in the 
Tribune and in today's Dally. 



The editorial staff of the 
Plumbers Pot responsible for 
the article resigned and the Pot 
is no longer publishing. 

When the EUS showed por- 
nographic films during 
Engineering Week, angry 
students circulated a petition. 
Dean Stephenson again chastiz- 
ed the EUS and banned the 




In response to the latest con- 
troversy from the EUS, a 
demonstration against mud- 
wrestling has been planned by 
the Women's Union and Pro- 
ject Ploughshares, to begin in 
the .Union Building lobby at 
Hh45, and proceed to the Mc- 
Connell Engineering building at 
noon. All men and women are 
welcome. 

The Women's Union and 
Project Ploughshares will also 
picket the Royal Hall on Mon- 
day from 19h30 to 20h30. 
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Representation would more ac- 
curately reflect the popular 
vote, it would have other disad- 
vantages." 

Mallory forsees an increase in 
the number of fringe parties 
which could hold the balance of 
power in the National 
Assembly. 

He further warned that the 
ombudsperson role of in- 
dividual MPs would be 
diminished and that the com- 
pensatory method would create 
"Two classes of MPs." 

Daniel Latouche, Professor 
of French Canadian Studies 
believes PR is a good idea. 
"Our method of choosing our 



representatives is as outdated as 
the steam engine." 

Latouche argued that PR 
would encourage parties to 
reach compromise rather than 
engage in destructive confronta- 
tional politics. 

The commision has until the 
end of March to table its report.

Proportional 
Representation 

Discussing Québec politics, once the life-blood of conversation in bars east of St. 
Laurent has become a taboo activity. 

Just mention the name Lévesque or Bourassa in any one of the politically-correct 
watering holes on St. Denis and you will be made to feel like a social leper. After a 
few withering glances from your interlocutor, the faux pas is forgiven. The conver- 
sation switches over to a discussion of the artistic relevance of rock videos, or loto 
649, much more acceptable topics. Given the political doldrums of the last few 
years this is not surprising. 

The PQ has lost its claim to legitimacy supported by just over 25 per cent of the 
electorate. Nationalists, workers, teachers and the unemployed fed betrayed by a 
party ostensibly built to defend their interests. 

Significantly the Liberals haven't benefitted as much as one would have thought. 
Their own popularity has increased only slightly. The latest polls indicate an all- 
too- familiar pattern: an absolute rise in the number of undecided (rcad:disgrantl- , 
ed) voters. Even though many voters are pissed off at the PQ, few can summon the 
inspiration to vote Liberal. 

The Québec government's hearings on Electoral Reform couldn't have been 
more timely. Public briefs presented have overwhelmingly supported some kind of 
proportional representational structure. So does Québec City. 

André Bedard, the Justice Minister, has been pushing for a new regional propor- 
tional system that would distribute the number of seats in the National Assembly 
according to each party's share of the popular vote in each of . the thirty electoral 
regions proposed. 

Critics of PR argue that such a system would destroy political accountability; 
local MPs could no longer be held responsible by their voters. While this objection 
sounds good, it's meaningless. 

A recent study of Ontario voters, for example, showed that only one out of every 
three had any idea who their local MP was. Let alone know where (s)he stood on 
key issues. 

Québec Voters are fed up with the transparent promises and blatant oppor- 
tunism of both major parties. It has become a cynical law of physics to expect a 
politician to promise one thing and, once in power, do the opposite. 

The present system of single-member ridings based on whoever gets the most 
votes has robbed the voter of any real choice. Mark your ballot: Tweedldnm or 
Tweedledee. 

To be sure PR is not a panacea. Old habits die hard. But at least. Proportional 
Representation would restructure incentives in favour of truly programmatic par- 
ties rather than wishy-washy vehicles for frustrated Radio-Canada journalists and 
Harvard professors-in-exile. 

How can anyone take the NEW & IMPROVED Bourassa seriously? The present 
system rewards parties electorally for ambiguity, for courting the mythical middle- 
of-the-road voter. Be anything and everything. Promise Nirvana. Save the 
economy. Save the unemployed. When in doubt, mumble. 

The PR systems have been attacked for engendering an explosion of new parties 
and government instability. This has yet to happen in Holland, Switzerland, West 
Germany, Austria and the Scandinavian bloc which all use PR successfully. 

Coalition government can and does work. More importantly, coalitions would 
be made between clearly differentiated parties rather than within the amorphous 
cliques of homogenous parties. 

Parties would no longer be crucified at the polls for presenting specific, coherent 
platforms to the electorate. A Green Party, for example, receiving twenty per cent 
of the vote in a given electoral region would receive twenty per cent of the seats in 
that region. 

Given the depressing political bankruptcy of Québec's would-be-leaders many of 
whom haven't had an original idea in years, PR could bring in new life and vigour 
ito our putrid body politic, before Rigor Mortis (or Bourassa) sets in. 

How refreshing it would be to step into a polling booth just once and make a 
choice FOR something rather than hold your nose and opt for the lesser of two 
evils.

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In her letter to the Daily of 30 
January, Lena Laufer mantioned that 
homosexuality is a perversion and that it 
is probably the outcome of a thwarted 
psychosexûal development. From a 
graduate student in history, these com- 
ments are somewaht ironic: they suggest 
at the very least a lack of exposure to 
history. Although I am not responsible 
for Ms. Laufer's education, I feel com- 
pelled to remind her of some things she 
may have forgotten in her studies. 

Judgenments of what is perverted and 
what * uot are time-bound and culture- 
bound, like all moral judgements. While 
homosexuality and pederasty are not 
given much esteem in our culture, other 
cultures have accepted these forms of 
behaviour as "natural'' and a number of 
them have made of it the foundation of 
their educational apparatus. It is easy, 
even amusing, to imagine what these 
cultures might think of our sexual at- 
tiudes and practices. 

Ms. Laufer, like so many of us, looks 
at sexual behaviour in black and white. 
She imposes- on it the dichotomies 
natural/ unnatural, healthy/perverted, 
normal/abnormal, fully 
developed/ developmental^ arrested, 
and she predictably identifies herself 
with the natural, healthy, normal, fully 
developed group. She is also similar to 
most of us in failing to realise how 
deceptive, how arbitrary, how seductive 
these categories are. While I am much 



edified at Ms. Laufer's fearless public 
avowal of her heterosexuality, her views 
depict her more as a "child of her time" 
than as someone attempting to nurture a 
historical perspective. 

The age-old prejudice that all non- 
reproductive sex is objectionable is still 
with us, despite the advent of birth con- 
trol and readily procurable abortions, 
and this prejudice is reinforced by a lot 
of respected scientific and medical 
discourse (cf. the multitude of nine- 
teenth century volumes on the dangers 
of childhood masturbation and of adult 
sexual "excesses", as well as fairly re- 
cent literature "explaining" various sex- 
ual perversions in terms of nervous 
disorders or hormonal imbalances. It is 
easy for us to snicker at all this, and to 
congratulate ourselves on how far we've 
come since then, but the much-discussed 
re-examination of our sexual beliefs and 
attitudes doesn't seem to have affected 
many of us very deeply. 

Yet I do believe that the hindsight of 
the 21st century will have snickers of it's 
own when it considers our views o P 'pro- 
per" versus "perverted "behaviour. Un- 
til then, one would hope that attitudes 
toward sexual behaviour, like those of 
Ms. Laufer, would be influenced by bet- 
ter sources of information than 
popularised medical literature and ab- 
normal psychology textbooks.

LA BAIE, Quebec — The 
University of Québec at 
Chicoutimi (UQAQ survived a 
3rd period 21-sbot barrage to 
upend the hockey Redmen 9-6 
(Feb 5). 

Despite being outshot 47-32, 
•les Inuk* had a field day, 
notably Daniel Larouche (3 
goals, 3 assists) and Serge 
Trépanier (2-5-2), who are. cur- 
rently the top two college 
scorers in Canada. 

The game featured' 7 power 
play goals, 4 of which were 
scored by McOiU (George 
Burnett, Jean Poiré, and two by 
David Ducharme). Sophomore 
Douglas Harrison scored for the 
3rd consecutive game and Yves 
Beaucage notched the other 
Redmen marker. 

Most of the post-game discus- 
sion centered around the game 
officials, especially referee Phil 
Desgagné. "He called back 3 of 
our goals and all were across the 
goal line.'Lsaid a perturbed Ken 
Tyler, the Redmen coach. "Plus 
we had a number of ques- 
tionable offside calls 
breakaways." 

Aside from that, UQAC has 
been accused of 'padding' its 
hockey team point totals. Last 
season, 6 Inuks finished among 
the league's top ten scorers. 
This season, Larouche and 
Trépanier have been leading 
since the first game, and a few 
other Inuks have been in the 
Top 10 for most of the time. 

An indepth study of QUAA 
statistics by The Daily seem to 
support the accusations. 

UQAC has received the 
highest percentage of possible 
'home-ice' assists in the league. 
Of their 78 goals scored at 
home, they have been awarded 
142 of a possible 156 assists 
(91.0 %). Concordia is next 
(89.8 %), followed by Ottawa 
(83.0 %), McGill (82.0 <%) and 
UQTR (79.5 Vt). 

When comparing these stats 
with the percentage of assists 
awarded in road games, one 
finds that UQAC has the lowest 
percentage (78.6 %), followed 
by UQTR (79.1 %), Ottawa 
(81.7 %), McGill (83.0 9b) and 
Concordia (93.06 %). 

UQAC can best be described 
as 'an opportunistic team' that 
scores on many odd-man situa- 
tions (i.e. breakaways, 
2-on-l's, etc.). When such a 
team scores frequently in these 
situations, it is generally the 
result of turnovers or 'long 
bomb' break-out passes. As a 
result, a number of unassisted 
and 'one-assisted' goals should 
occur. 

The stats show that UQAC 
has scored 4 unassisted goals in 
their road games, but none at 
home (64 of their 78 home goals 
have 2 assists attached). McGill 
and Ottawa have both scored 4 
such goals at home vs 3 on the 



road. UQTR has 4 at home and 
5 on the road. The 4th ranked 
Stingers, known for their 
playmaking ability, have yet to 
score an unassisted goal, home 
or away. While the Con U 
figures seem unusual, there is 
virtually no difference between 
their home and away stats, 
unlike UQAC which has a 
statistically significant dif- 
ference. 

It is the referee's responsibili- 
ty to check the official 
scoresheet for additions when 
he signs it after the game. 
Referee Degagné has officiated 
in 8 of the 12 home games 
played by UQAC. He lives in 
Chicoutimi and has a daytime 
job there as host of a. sports 
open-line radio talkshow. 
Well-known in the area, 
Desgagné can often be seen 
talking with Inuk fans before 
and after games and, between 
periods. 

McGill's coach Tyler has 
hinted that Desgagné may be 
paid by UQAC to add extra 
assists to Inuk players, notably 
on Larouche and Trépanier. When 
asked to comment on the mat- 
ter, Tyler stated "Let's just say 
that Desgagné can afford to 
quit his daytime job (without 
worrying where his next dollar 
will come from)." 



been astounded by the fact that 
UQAC has received 2 assists on 
a number of breakaway goals 
resulting from McGill tur- 
novers. One particularly blaring 
example witnessed by this 
reporter- took place last 
November 27th when a Redman 
pass deflected off Mark Reade's 
skates to Inuk Serge Trépanier, 
who subsequently scored on a 
breakaway. 

Incredulously, assists were 
awarded to scoring leader 
Larouche and to Christian 
Pelletier — the top scoring 
defenceman in the league at the 
time. 

When approached about the 
matter in December, Bob 
Philip, the league convenor, 
stated that "It wouldn't be the 
first time that UQAC (among 
others) was suspected of adding 
(bogus) assists." 

There , may indeed be 
something fishy in the state of 
Chicoutimi, and it's not only 
the Saguenay River.

McGill, in an effort to 
play it tough against Concordia, 
responded by outrebounding 



the Stingers. 
The second half of the game 
degenerated into a free throw 
contest, as the referees began to 
whistle down fouls that they 
had been ignoring all 
throughout the first half.

When it came to any issues of 
substance such as the fate of the Chris- 
tian Phalange militia, or a reconsidera- 
tion of the May 17th Lebanese-Israeli- 
American accord, no major concessions 
were made. Gemayel also refused to 
negotiate changes in the political advan- 
tage enjoyed by the Maronite Christians, 
who have had minority control of the 
government and military for 40 years. 
As for inclusion of the Shi'ite communi- 
ty into the higher echelons of Lebanon's 
political hierarchy, it is unlikely that 
Gemayel ever considered it. 

"The Shi'ites are — as they have 
always been — government's natural 
allies, for only the army can give them 
back southern Lebanon, only the state 
can provide them with the infrastruc- 
tures they need," (Gemayel, in an inter- 
view with Le Monde, January 17th). 

Clearly, Gemayel cannot conceive of 
Shi'ites as being part of government, on- 
ly as possible beneficiaries of govern-, 
mental policy. 

Throughout and alongside his 'na- 
tional reconciliation' rhetoric, Gemayel 
has opted for a military solution to 
domestic dissent. The revamped 
Lebanese army, supported by French 
weapons and American equipment and 
advisors, has exclusively (and unsuc- 
cessfully) been deployed to quash 
domestic opposition. 

Gemayel's miltary objectives become 
clear in his handling of Beruit. There, 
while the eastern, Christian sector has 
been left relatively free of any military

Rosemary Reuther is a different kind 
of radical. 

. Reuther is a feminist "liberation 
theologian" — engaged in restructuring 
the orthodoxy of the Roman Catholic 
church. Liberation theology is a off- 
shoot of the traditional theology an dis 
best known for supporting many revolu- 
tionary movements in Central America 
and the Third World. 

Reuther spoke to McGill and Concor- 
dia students Monday and Tuesday, on 
feminism, socialism and Christianity. 

According to Reuther, the three areas 
are compatible, and overlap. 

The connection between Christianity 
and socialism has been established by 
liberation theologists in several areas. 
They have chosen the concept of aliena- 
tion found in Marx, the Bible, and 
feminism as their starting point. 

For the theologian, the alienation of 
the Christian from God is the basis for 
sin. For the Marxist theoretician, the 
alienation begins with capitalism — the 
worker is seperated from the fruits of his 
labor — this is the basis for oppression. 

According to Reuther and other 
theologians, the fundamental struggle of 
socialism and Christianity is for unity. 

The connection between the church 
and feminism has both theoretical and 
historical bases. In an interview in So- 
journer, Reuther said "the radical im- 
pulse of Biblical faith is fundamentally 
incompatible with patriarchy." 

Reuther sees the traditional patriar- 
chal bias of Catholicism as a result of 
societal pressure, rather than Biblical 
authority. 

"The maleness of Jesus is a historical 
particularity." 



Such particularities, says Reuther, are 
of no more significance than Jesus' 
physique. 

Historically, the church has been a 
base for social action by women. 

"The church was the first organisa- 
tional base for women extending 
themselves into society. It made it possi- 
ble to see womanhood as a social mis- 
sion." /. 

By stressing the qualities of women 
which could be extended outside the 
home — compassion, mercy, maternal 
feelings — all of which could easily be 
translated into social action, "the 
church's ideology of good feminity was 
inherently subversive." Because of a 
perceived similar emphasis on social ac- 
tion in socialism, this subversion often 
manifested itself as socialism. Reuther 
quoted the founder of the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union as saying 
"The only true Christianity is 
Socialist." 

However, Reuther noted the split bet- 
Ween Marxists and bourgeois feminists, 
which has its historical roots in the 
socialist criticism of the upper class 
feminists. These feminists disregarded 
the role of economics in social oppres- 
sion, and perpetuated the myth of the 
woman as "lady" — to the detriment of 
the working-class. 

At the same time, Reuther sees a fun- 
damental but unconscious male bias in 
the socialist agenda for the liberation of 
women. 

"According to most interpretations of 
socialism, women were to be liberated 
by being incorporated into the male 
realm — the economic sector and the 
traditional workforce. Women will 
always be handicapped as long as we tell 
women to adapt themselves to male roles 



instead of telling men to adapt 
themselves to family-oriented roles." 

Reuther sees the Catholic church in 
North America as one of the most pro- 
gressive in the world, despite local con- 
demnation of the American Council of 
Bishops for refusing to endorse female 
ordination. The Council of Bishops was 
simultaneously chastised by the Pope for 
being "too liberal" on feminism. 

She noted the uneven nature of the 
Catholic hierarchy's progressiveness, 
citing American cardinals who have 
delivered the most scathing critique of 
the Kissinger Report to date, while at the 
same time refusing to permit altar girls 
to serve mass. 

Reuther also dealt with traditionally 
problematic subjects as the Pope's at- 
titude towards women ("that of a 
typical Polish male");and the debate 
over "natural" and artificial birth con- 
trol ("I personally don't see a moral dif- 
ference between strategising time struc- 
ture and strategising chemical 
structure") 

The ultimate goal of all Reuther's 
criticisms of the church and its relation- 
ship with both socialism and feminism is 
the integration of both the personal and 
social aspects of Christianity. "What 
we need and what we ought to have is a 
unified Christian tradition. The 
forgiveness of debts, for example, 
should apply to both one s neighbour 
and the Third World." 

All those intrigued by this type of 
theological debate should attend a 
Women Faith and Freedom discussion 
group sponsored by the Chaplaincy Ser- 
vice — "Response to Rosemary 
Reuther", February 14th, at the 
Diocesan college.

dance — six letters between 
Aronson and faculty member 
Peter C.W. Outkind — the two 
professors debate holding an in- 
dependent internal hearing into 
the rumours and sexual harass- 
ment in general. 

The letters are fiery, from 
both sides. 

Aronson, in his. brief letters, 
opposed holding an inquiry 
before charges were laid. 

"It seems to me that there has 
never been a complaint. This is 
only belabouring something 
that should be left to lie," he 
said. 

In a February 7 letter to Dean 
Maxwell the ASA executive 
wrote: "The sour atmosphere 



that ensues from such useless 
bickering has seriously 
disrupted the spirit of scholar- 
ship in the department.'' 

The executive called for 
speedy implementation of a 
university-wide policy on sexual 
harassment. 

The Ad-hoc Senate Commit- 
tee on Sexual Harassment will 
be presenting a policy proposal 
to' University Senate on 
February 22. 

As yet, channels and pro- 
cedure for lodging complaints 
and charges of sexual harass- 
ment do not exist at McGill 
because there is no sexual 
harassment policy.
